) Dr. Dyer first recognized a case of spotted fever in the East and traced it to 
bite of one of these ticks. 

Now if one of these ticks could carry the disease, any of them might carry 
So the scientists realized immediately that spotted fever might occur wher- 

r ticks occur-—-and that is here and there all the way from the Rocky Mountains 

t to the Atlantic Coast as well as in parts of California and Oregon. The ticks 
most abundant in damp coastal regions, or in such inland States as Wisconsin, 
mnesota, and parts of Iowa. 

Of course, only the ticks that carry the spotted fever germ can cause the 
yer. And luckily only a small percentage of them carry it. The trouble is you 
e: know. Ticks carrying the germ don't look any different from any other tick, 
So far 43 out of the 48 States have reported cases of spotted fever. That 
dicates how widespread infected ticks are. Each year about 750 cases of spotted 
or are reported in the United States. But probably some aren't recognized so 
nit reported. About 1 out of every 5 cases is fatal. Doctors in the Public 

alth Service are working to discover how to prevent and cure the disease. They 
eady have a vaccine. And Department of Agriculture entomologists are working to 
cover how to protect people against the ticks. 

Here are some of the facts reported by the entomologists. Dog ticks thrive 
‘damp places with plenty of underbrush and tall grass or weeks; but they don't 

2 in places that are very dry. Anyone living in tick country will be wise to 

PF out underbrush near a camp or house. Also avoid brush and thickets along 
ers, swamps, and coasts at this time of year when ticks are so active. 

Only adult ticks bite human beings and dogs. Young ticks take their meals

Now here are 4 simple rules suggested by Dr. Bishopp for avoiding tick trou- 
‘First, keep ticks off your dog by dipping the dog in derris solution or 

g derris powder thickly into the fur 2 or 3 times a week during tick season. 
Tis is spelled D-E-R-R-I-S). Second, keep away from underbrush as much as 

able, but if you must go where ticks are, wear high boots or leggings so the 
Swon't crawl up your legs. Third, examine all members of the family, especial- 
we children, several times a day to be sure no ticks have attached themselves. 
Tite spot for ticks is in the hair at the back of the neck. Fourth, keep down 


sh near the house and in the pasture.
